other State—1,220,808 head. 

Missouri leads all other States in 
mules, having 225,564 head, or more 
than one-tenth of the totalin the 
country. . 

Pittsburg probably has more 
dratt teams worth above $500 each 
than any other place of equal pop- 
ulation in the country. 

The average valuation of horses 
in the United States is $71.82, 
against $82.15 last year, aud an 
average of $65.83 for the last ten 
years, 

The horses of Massachusetts are 
valued by government estimate at 
$157.71 per head—the highest val- 
uation in the country. Texas is 
the lowest, at $31.09.

They have at last taken refuge in 
asserting that black is white—in 
other words in the preposterous as- 
sertion that the removal of the duty 
on wool will increase the price of 
domestic wool, while it lowers the 
price of the foreigu articie. Audac- 
ity of this .kiod surely ought to 
win, It would if the voters of Cali- 
fornia and Ohio and Oregon and 
other wool-growing States were as 
gullible as the free trade organs be- 
lieve. But the voters of this coun- 
try can see through a much more 
difficult piece. of false reasoning 
than the unvarnished roorback of 
the Democratic organs. What 
good, the sheep growers and the 
other voters will ask, will it do to 
raise the price of American wool if 
nobody will buy it? American 
wool can hardly make its way 
against the foreign article with the 


prices. * It it is guing to raise the 
price of American wool and lower 
thie pfice of foreign wool to take off 
the duty,;: who ‘ia going to be fool 
enough to waste his money by buy- 
ing Américan wool? The free im- 
portation of foreign wools would 
undoubtedly lower the price of all 
wools, There ie not an American 
wool that could uot be duplicated 
in the imports. But the cheapen- 
ingefclothing Ly the lower price 
of..wool would hardly compensate 
for certain disadvantages from re- 
moving the tariff. The wool used 
in clothivg any one person in a 
year is not worth, at the outside, 
over $25, leaving out the cost of 
labor in making it up. Possibly 
the removal of the tariff would re- 
duce this by one-half. A father 
of a family might save $12.50 a 
year on the wool that goes into his 
own clothes, and twice as much 
more on what goes to clothe his 
family.“ But leaving everything, 


else out of consideration, the ad- | 


vantage of saving $37.50 annually 
would not be so very startling if he 
had to pay 20 cents a pound for his 
mutton. The free importation of 
Australian and: South American 
wools has ruined the English wool- 
growers, who were once the most 
prosperous of the world, and Eng- 
lish mutton is 20 and 25 cents a 
peand. Americans, whether inter- 
ested in wool growing or not, can

THE FOUL SCOURGE. 
Seven Well-defined Cases of Small- 
pox in Virginia City. 

Yesterday the unwelcome intel- 
ligence was received and published 
in the GAzEeTTs that seven well- 
defined cases of small-pox had been 
discovered in Virginia City, that 
the public schools were closed 
and that it was feared an epidemic, 
followed by a stampede of the 
frightened inhabitants, would ensue. 
To-day’s Enterprise confirms the 
star‘ling reports and mentions the 


following as beiug afflicted with 
the frightful scourge: Two per- 
sons, an eight-months’ babe anda 
girl 19 years of age, in the residence 
of Tom Rickards; a boy and a girl, 
the lattter aged eight, in the resi- 
dence of Jacob Nichols, a yellew 
Jacket miuer; a boy, fifteen years 
old, and a woman andachild of 
seven, in the residence of John 
Hoey. 

The inmates of the houses named 
have pursued their usual vocations 
and mingled with their friends and 
acquaintances with perfect freedom, 
the physician in charge of the 
cases laying uo restrictions on their 
movements. 

The discovery of the prevalence 
of the disease was made by Dr. Man- 
son, who immediately informed 
the Board of Health, which at 
ence held an informal meeting, 
and Dr. Conn was delegated to 
make due ing:iries. He, in com- 
pany with Dr. Zangerle, ‘‘who,’’ 
according to the Enterprise, “it 
was said, was attendiug to the 
cases,’’ made a tour of the suspected 
premises, which resulted in the 
above-mentioned cases being dis- 
covered. 

After ordering the houses duly 
flagged, a meeting of the Board of 
Health was held, so the Enterprise 
states, and Dr, Zangerle was called 
upon to make a statement, He 
made a long statement ‘from 
which it was impossible -to. tell 
whether he knew that he was 
treating smiall-pox patients, oer 
what disease afflicted them.’’ 


ZANGERLE ARRESTED, 


An ordinance of Virginia City 
makes it incumbent upon every 
vhysician to report every case of 
smailpox coming under his obser- 
vation immediately after it shall 
have occurred. Belleying that Dr. 
Zangerle bad wilfully disobeyed the 
ordinan.e a warrant was Sworn out 
for bis arrest, and he gave’bonds 
for his appearance when wanted. 

The Enterprise says rumors of all 
kinds were flying wild yesterday 
and members of the rd of 
Health were kept on the jump the 
live-long yo § investigating, but 
they were all baseless and no cases 
beyond those rported were verified.

Did the colts of old Success or 
old Louis Napoleon ever sell for 
less because they were a handsome 
dapple gray, and are not two- 
thirds of the draft horses in France 
of the gray color, especially, the 
Tercherons and Boulonnais,: the 
Nivernais only being black? ‘Then 
will American farmers compel im 
porters to leave behind the best 
individuals and the purest bred 
French horses because they are not 
black or red or green ? The French- 
man says the gray horse for France, 
but give the Americans. any color 
they want. 

The breeder or farmer who looks 
to the individual excellence and 
good breeding of the stallion in 
preference to color, will in a few 
years have the best class of colts 
and horses that will realize him 
the best prices, while those who 
breed to color will see the differ- 
ence in their bank account, but 
then they will have the experience.

Demand for Southern Steers. 

The Northwestern Live Stock 
Journal says that strong efforts are 
being made by the stockmen of 
Texas to get a reduction from the 
railroads on cattle rates from the 
south for the coming season, and 
in the same article the Journal pre- 
dicts a very considerable demaud 
for southern steers in the north 
this year. This demand for south- 
ern steers in the northern terri- 
tories is one of the best indications 
that could be given of the change 
taking: place in the north with re- 
gard to the open range business 
The Journal but echos the senti- 
ments ofthe stockmen it represents 
when it outlines a growjng demand 
for southern steers in the northern 
territories. The last few winters 
have proven conclusively — al- 
though somewhat cruelly—that the 
north has not the climate in which 
the breeding of cattle can be pur- 
sued with profit on the open range, 
and that if open range cattle grow- 
ing is to be followed it must be-in 
the way of fattening feeders for 
beef, instead of breeding for feed- 
ers. Weakened cows and. young 
calves cannot go tarough blizzards, 
with the mercury freezing in the 
thermometer, like steers which 
have had the benefit of a couple of 
years growth can. When the buf- 
falo, the hardiest and toughest of 
the cattle type, could not winter 
with impunity, ordinary stock 
must necessarily suffer. To the 
buffalo the ranges of the south 
were ever open as a wintering 
ground, and the immense herds 
that once covered the western 
plains. never failed to head for the 
southern ranges with the first fall 
of snow. With cattle it is different, 
and the restrictions surrounding 
them compels thera to remain and 
face the winter throtgh.
